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The April meeting of the Network will be held on Saturday April 2i, 
at 1:00 in Harrisburg at the Friends Meeting House, Sixth and Herr Sts. A 
special feature of this meeting is having the representatives of every 
gay switchboard in the state in an enclave sponsored by the Network, The 
switchboards will convene themselves with Roger Beatty leading the discussions, 
Among the topics for the switchboards is a proposal for all of them to adopt 
a uniform classification system of their calls (which would facilitate the 
exchange of such information among them and provide a better basis for data 
to be used by other agencies such as the Council on Sexual Minorities and 
the Network in their alcoholism project), and the exchange of information 
switchboards need for their functioning such as accurate bar info across the 
state. The regular meeting of the Network will be making further considerations 
of Pride '79, fund-raising, and the National March on Washington.
